Kentucky's QroTA. — The quota of our State 
Ondcr the lato call for troops is 12,701, and 
unless the volunteers are forthcoming by the 
6th of January, the draft will surely visit us. 
Every indictment is offered to volunteers, 
and if the proper measures are taken the 
quota of the State may yet be filled. The 
enormous bounties of $302 are offered to new 
recruits, and $402 to those who have served 
at least nine months. A premium of $15 is 
Riven for each now recruit, and $23 for each 
veteran. Of the bounties $75 will be paid to 
the recruit on his arrival at camp and before 
he goes to the field. If, however, the person 
is drafted, be gets nothing except his ordina- 
ry pay. There are scores of young unmar- 
ied men in our State, who could, without 
inconvenience or sacrifice of other duties, 
tiiiist in the army, and they should 
Step forward to savo their State from the 
mortification of a draft. We would sug- 
gest that gome movement be set on foot to 
encourage and promote volunteering. If 
necessary, let the rich contribute a fund for 
an extra bounty. Other States have adopted 
this plan with great success. It is the duty of 
every one, as it is also his interest, to assist in 
enlisting recruits sufficient for the demands of 
ervice. Let every one lend himself to 
he patriotic purpose. It needs but a united 
effort to guarantee success. In another col- 
umn we pablish the order of Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Eoyle, to which we would direct the at- 
tention of our readers. 

Monopolies. — It is a truism that demand al- 
ways regulate! supply and prices in commer- 
cial affairs. It not unfrequently occurs that 
in articles of prime necessity speculators, tak- 
ing advantage of peculiar circumstances, suc- 
ceed in placing prices far above the intrinsic 
value of their merchandise. When a dealer 
asks a price beyond a fair legitimate profit, 
thereby taking from the poor and those de- 
pending upon a moderate salary or iucome an 
andue share of their means necessary for the 
support of those dependent upon them, they 
are doing what it is the duty of public senti- 
ment to frown upon. Iu nothing are the 
poor, and indeed all classes, more imme- 
diately interested in just at this time than 
fuel. We see that combinations in various 
places have been entered into greatly af- 
fecting the price of coal. Where it has 
not been done by operatives or the owners of 
mines, the lines of transportation hare been 
guilty of taking advantage of present neces- 
sities and raising the cost of carriage. New 
York and Philadelphia papers complain of this 
etate of things. They professed to have but a 
limited supply, but the stock holds out won- 
derfully — like the^raior man, "a few more 
left." The public will consider these things, 
and we trust govern themselves accordingly, 
* u-n the supply becomes greater than the de- 
mand. 

Arbsstid roa Embbzzliks from ths Adams 
Express Company. — About three years since 
the safe of the Adams Express Company, at 
"Tincennes, Indiana, was broken open and 
$3,200 in money was abstracted tharofrom. 
Suspicion fell upon the agent at that post, Mr. 
James Reynolds, who was arrested, but, for 
want of sufficient evidence to convict him, 
he was discharged. Reynolds was afterw.irl 
elected Sheriff of the county, served oueterm, 
and was re-elected for a second term. Since 
the robbery toot place the company have been 
active in ferreting out the offender, and a few 
days ago Mr. Reynolds, being in the city on 
business, was taken into custody by Deputy 
Sheriff Adams, upon an order of arrest, in a 
civil action for debt by embezzling the $3,200 
as above stated. Not being able to give the 
$6,000 bail required, Mr. Reynolds was lodged 
in the county jail to await the action of the 
court. 

Two daily papers are about to be started in 
Iransville, Ind. 

A German jeweller of Cincinnati, named 
Joseph Schmidt, was found dead in his bed 
Wedneeday morting with a fearful gash 
across his throat, inflicted with a razor by his 
own hand. 

Thirty-seven Government mules were pois- 
oned on .a (arm near Circleville, Ohio, Iajt 
vcek. 

A suit for two millions ot dollars has baen 
brought agi inst the Government, by parties 
in Baltimore. The claim grows out of an al- 
leged contract made by Postmaster-General 
Eubbard, in 1853, and certain other persons, 
for the benefit of the Mexican Ocean Mail and 
Transit Company, for the carrying of the 
mails between Now Orleans and San Fran- 
cisco, through Mexico, by way of Vera Cruz 
and Acapulco. 

The War Department has decided to 
pay the wive3 or families of officers or sol- 
diers now confined as prisoners of war the 
amount of pay that may be due. This is cer- 
tainly an excellent order, and will give many 
families not oniy the means of relief for them- 
selves, but that of sending assistance to their 
relatives or friends. 

Three hundred bales of cotton were dis- 
posed of in Memphis lait week at prices rang- 
ing from forty-five to stventy-two cents.

A SOLDIER'S OPINION OF GEN. TUOJIAS L. 
CHITTENDEN. 
To-day has been a Yery sorrowful one for 
the soldiers of the 21st corps. Their really 
well-ioved commander, General Crittenden, 
spoke to each regiment his "God speed and 
farewell." 

I do not believe that we here are blinded 
by enthusiasm, and I know that we are not 
disposed to pass lightly over faults, so friends 
must excuse the angry sorrow that bursts out 
against the wrong done us in the removal, 
temporary though it be, of this man. We 
could scarcely credit the despatch noticing the 
consolidation of the 20th and 21st corps, when 
it came to ns in the papers. We bad heard 
nothing at all clout such an arrangement, and 
seeing Crittenden in his accustomed place, we 
scouted the idea 83 preposterous. From the 
time we first entered Tennessee, Gen. Critten- 
den, then a division commander, has been 
connected with our wiug of the army, and 
never have we heard officer or soldier say 
aught against him. And calmly now, I do 
not believe the people have beard aught or 
have had anything to say against him. 

Too proud to court favor, ne has not excited 
jealousy. Too much like his father to be 
raeh and impetuous, he has escaped condem- 
nation, and, until the disaster of the late bat- 
tle, has moved quietly and smoothly toward 
greatness, withuut becoming notorious. Why 
he should be now assailed, we cannot guess. 
We saw his conduct during the late battle and 
found no fault Who is the accuser? We 
ucknowledge ourselves completely dumb- 
founded, and most outrageously indignant at 
the manner in which he is attacked. This is 
no sentimental bombast, nor sensational clap 
trap for effect. Try to part child from parent 
without assigning a reason, and see the suc- 
cess you will meet with. If you would part 
us from Crittenden, give us reasons for so do- 
ing before asking us to submit to the decree. 
Before we knew that he was. a son of the Crit- 
tenden, the common soldier learned to love 
Liu), and why ? The General, who joined the 
feeling of a man to the dignity of the soldier, 
instead of hiding beneath it, whoso character 
was free from petty vice, and who proved 
himself on fields where others failed, could 
I ut have the confidence and affection of the 
=oldier. But to-day he has said farewell, and 
we are proud of bim in his sorrow. 

High souled Crittenden, flinging from him 
suspicion, trampling on slander roused by 
wrong, until bis dark eye blazed as we never 
before saw it, surrounded by his Generals and 
his men, spoke to-duy the proudest of fare- 
wells. 

About noon the General left his headquar- 
ters and rode toward the camp of the troops 
so lately under his command. As the boys 
recognized the "erect form upon ths prancing 
gray," a murmur ef delight ran along the 
lines, and each soldier being thrilled with 
pleasure as he thought "the newspapers are 
mistaken." How quick this feeling was 
changed to a sorrowful surprise when it was 
learned that he visited us for the last time. 
The different regiments were formed as if for 
parade, sometimes on the brood breastworks, 
und the General passed to each, bidding the 
men, in well chosen words, "good-by." As 
'he men from one regiment were dismissed, 
they flocked to another to hear him speak 
there, the commanders joining him on horse- 
back, and soon "Crittenden's good-by" be- 
came one of the most striking pageants of the 
war. 

Crittenden in any position would be anioted 
personage, but here he was most strikingly so. 

Adding to a fine form and dignified bearing, 
the excellence of impressive gesture, accom- 
panying the fine modulate of a rich voice, he 
spoke at once the erator and the soldier. I 
heard seveial of his addresses, and here shall 
reproduce one of them, giving as near as pos- 
sible his exact language, that the people may 
Lear, as well as ourselves, the farewells of the 
commander of the 2lst army corps. To one 
regiment he remarked: ' I came among you 
to-day merely to say good-by; to say to you 
that I am no longer your commander. Your 
Government has seen fit to relieve me, and I 
must say, gentlemen, the Government is right. 
There has been suspicion cast upon me, and no 
one, with the slightest stain upon his char- 
acter, rbould be allowed to hold so important 
a position as the one I had the honor to hold 
as your corps commander. 

"Toward the Government T have no ill- 
feeling, but toward traducers and slanderers, 
perhaps I have. As the Commander of the 
21st Corps, I have been highly honored in 
times past. This honor was to me a source of 
ruuch pride. I prized it the more highly, be- 
cause it came to me through you, and it was 
ever my care to preserve it untaraished. 

"Now when slanderous tongue assails, 
nine was the action, and mine shall be the 
o if grace. Happen what may, the people 
thall honor your deeds and your valor, in 
spite of newspaper correspondents. In sor- 
row I speak farewell. May success attend 
you in all your efforts, especially in those to- 
ward putting down this wicked rebellion. 
Gcd bless you, men I Farewell!" 

Three cheers for Crittenden always fol- 
lowed each address, and then the ranks scat- 
ter to cluster around him again. When he 
spoke to the 9th Indiana he presented a stand 
oil colors, the gift of General Nelson. Tnis 
was indeed an impressive ceremony; his 
touching references to brave old Nelson start- 
ing many a tear from its hiding place. In 
addition, his remarks were eloquent in the 
txtreir.c. "Yon have conquered on miny 
battle-fields, and a proud hame i3 yours. Spot- 
less should be the character of the man who 
aspires to be your commander. The breath 
of foul suspicion makes mine no longer so; I 
onrour.ee to you that I am no longer your 
commander. With this came many regrets, 
but I will crush my sorrow. I go to clear 
myself from these base ios'^uatioas, and, 
when my character is unspotted, I may, per- 
haps, be again among you. But if I cannot re- 
turn with escutcheon unstained, never shall 
soldier see my face again. I have too much 
of that soldier pride that brooks no dishonor 
to rest quietly when my honor and your fame 
arctRmpered with. I go from you, but shall 
ever cherish the memories of my companions 
in arms, the officers and men of the 21 it Army 
Corpsjae sacred. Soldierp, farewell! Godspeed 
you in the great cause in which we are all en- 
gaged. Again, farewell!" 

In words I ke these he spoke to every reg- 
ment in his command, tearingties asunder to 
t ind tbem doubly strong. We will be as 
noble a? himself and complain not. But when 
he bhall be free from suspicion, sorrow shall 
be forgotten in the joy of the soldier's wel- 
comr buck again. W. H. B.

FROM THE SjsVKNTH KY. INFANTRY 

Aauv or tbe Oei.r,

That the friends of tue old 7th Kentucky 
infantry (formerly the 3d) may know «our 
whereabouts and health, I take tbe lioerty of 
addressing them through the Daily Journal. 

On the 2d of October we left this point for 
Opelousas, a distance of upwards of one hun- 
dred miles, at which place we arrived a few 
days since, meeting with but little resistance. 
We found the rebel forces nearly all mounted. 
As we had worn out two sets of horses for 
Colonel Wolford and one for Colonel Mundy 
while in Kentucky, Tennessee, and Virginia, 
we found we had no chance of coming up with 
them, since the rebel cavalry seemed to be 
mounted on wild horses; at least they got 
out of our way with but little trouble. 

All that we of the old 7th ask, b half a 
ch.-nce with these flying rebels, which we 
have never had. We think that we h^ve 
mart bed over more territory and be»n in more 
fights and skirmishes than any Kentucky 
regiment in the service, and we feel that we 
have been neglected more than auy regiment 
in the service by the authorities o' our native 
State. We now number about 280 fit for du- 
ty. We entered the service of tbe United 
States at Camp Dick Robinson, in Kentucky, 
on the 22d day of September, 1861, number- 
ing 1.040. It was the largest regiment that 
Las been mustered from Kentucky. 

Wc arrived at thisjplace from Opelousas on 
tbe 10 h of this month, making the trip in 
lees than four days, averaging upwards of 25 
miles per day. Such marching by soldiers 
with knapsacks weighing 80 pounds, with 80 
rounds of cartridges, is seldom done. When 
we arrived at this point there were but few 
that could drag one foot after the other. We 
nre now well reited and in fine spirits, await- 
ing transportation to Brownsville, Texas. We 
have two dirisions in possession of Browns- 
ville at this time. They effected a landing a 
few days since. Yesterday two regiments of 
the 1st division sailed for that point. 

Some eight or ten days Bince, while we 
were encamped near New Ibera, tbe rebels 
surprised Gen. Burbridge's trooDS about 
twenty miles from that place. They killed and 
wounded two hundred, and the prisoners, 
missing, number some six hundred. The 
paymasters were paying off the troops. The 
rebel cavalr> ran our cavalry into the camps 
and through tbe infantry, causing a complete 
panic. The rebel infantry pushed after the 
cavalry, and before our men could form had 
many of them killed and captured. The pay 
master! made tbeir escape. The rebels robbed 
cur soldiers of all the money they had, which 
was considerable, havingjc.it been paid off. 

We lived sumptuously while on the trip. 
We bought sweet potatoes by the wago.i 
load for the soldiers, and oranges and figs in 
dbundance. We bad the finest of beef, chick 
ens, turkeys, and wild ducks, with other 
game. 

You will hear from me again when we ar 
rive at the place of our destination.

The Canada Thistle. — In certain portions 
of the State of New York and New England 
many farms loBe half their value on account 
of this pest, and we hear that it is beginning 
to show itself in some of the counties of this 
State. The seeds are carried a vast distance 
by the wind like the common thistle, and 
measures should be taken to eradicate it at 
once whenever it appears. A small bed of 
Caakda thistles will furnish seeds for miles 
around. Some time ago we saw some beds in 
Mason and FlemiDg counties, and said then 
that county meetings ought to be called to de- 
vise means to get rid of the vile weed. A 
writer in the Prairie Farmer gives the follow- 
ing mode of destroying it, which be says never 
fails: 

When the thistle is in full and mature bloom 
and just before a shower of rain, or during the 
s*me, toow them down as near th« ground as 
practicable. At this stage of its growth rli • 
sialk is hollow, extending to tbe smallest roots, 
and being filled with water as soon as cut, ro - 
ting commences st once inside the root, iu- 
vaiiulily destroying it. Should any of the 
stalks be not fully grown so as to be hollow 
when cut, the roots of such may spring up the 
bext year, when the same process being re- 
peated tbe thistle will entirely disappear from 
that locality. I have often destroyed them iu 
lids way in a single year, where they had 
£rown for several years upon grass ground. 

In cultivated ground, however, it is more 
difficult to eradicate them by this mole, as 
the disturbance of the roots brings forward 
the stalks at different periods of maturity, 
and, in fact, it is tbe better way when tbe this- 
tle gets into cultivated ground to seed down 
at once, if only to destroy them. 



The Kxcuakoi or Pbisoners. — The follow- 
ing letter, addressed by the Solicitor of the 
War Department to a gentleman in Boston, 
discloses officially the causes of a cessation in 
the exchange of prisoners. It appears that 
the greatest difficulty in the way is the refusal 
of the Confederates to exchange the negro 
soldiers and their officers. There really seems 
to be no end to the evils entailed upon our 
cause by the negro policy of the Administra- 
tion: 

Wae Department, Washingtoh, 1 
November 20, 1863. J 
Dear Sir: Your letter of the 17th has been 
received, in which you inquire whether any 
documents are now accessible or will be like- 
ly soon to be published by our Government 
relating to the exchange of prisoners of war, 
and yon justly remark that the subject ex- 
cites a deep interest in consequence of the suf- 
ferings of our men in Richmond. 

The correspondence published in the Rich- 
mond papers does not, it is thought, present 
the matter in its true light. In a few days 
the entire correspondence will be made pub- 
lic here by authority. 

Ttieie are several serious difficulties in the 
way of continuing an exchange of prisoners. 
One is the bad faith of the enemy in putting 
into active service many thousands of paroled 
prisoners, captured at Vicksburg and else- 
where, without releasing any of our soldiers 
held by them. But another difficulty of still 
graver importance is the peremptory refusal 
by tbe enemy to exchange colored soldiers and 
their white officers upon any terms whatever. 
Ic is well known that they have threatened to 
sell colored captured soldiers into slavery, and 
to bang their white officers. 

The government demands that all officers 
and soldiers should be fairly exchanged, oth- 
ei wise no more prisoners of war will be given 
up. The faith of the government is pledged 
to these officers and troops that they shall bs 
piotected, and it cannot and will not abandon 
to tbe savage cruelty of slave masters a single 
officer or soldier who has been called on to 
defend the flag of his country and thus ex- 
posed to the hazards or war. 

It has been suggested that exchanges might 
go on until all except colored troops and their 
white officers have been given up. But if this 
were allowed the rebels would not only be 
relieved of the burden of maintaining our 
troops, but they would get back their own 
men, retaining their power over the very per- 
sons whom we are solemnly bound to rescue, 
fciid upon whom they could then, without fear 
or retaliation, carry into execution the inhu- 
man cruelties tbey have so basely threatened. 

The President has ordered that the stern 
law of retaliation shall without hesitation be 
enforced to avenge tbe death of the first Unioa 
soldier, of whatever color, whom the enemy 
shall in cold blood destroy or sell into slavery. 

All other questions between us may bj 
postponed for future settlement, but tbe fair 
exchange of colored soldiers and of their white 
officers will be insist d on by the Government 
before another rebel soldier or officer will be 
exchanged. 

Tbe sufferings of our men in Richmond are 
the subject of deep regret and sympathy here, 
and there has been no want of effort to afford 
all possible relief.

Doubtless tbe prediction will befu'.fillod; am- 
ply and triumphantly fulfilled. We know not 
what scenes and trials are yet in store for us,oe- 
fore those "sole objects" are vindicated by the 
returning reason and patriotism of our fe'low- 
c untrj men, on both sides in this fearful and 
most demoralizing civil war. Heaven benig- 
nantly bides from us the leaves of its future 
book, but at tbe same time requires of ui th« 
steadfast discharge of every present plain du- 
ty, without faltering and without deviation 

torn tbe direct path. Speculations will be 
r fe, as usual at such periods of public history ; 
theory after theory will confuse men's minds; 
popular sentiment may seem most unsettled 
v> hen it is fast working itself towards sound 
tind legitimate conclusions; and the men in 
pewer, involved in toils from which they see 
10 other way of extricati.-.g themselves, will 
resort to any expedient for this purpose, for- 
getful or regardless of the fact, that the ' li e 
of the nation" does not depend upon their 
safety or success, but upon the adherence of 
the people themselves to the iuexorable prin- 
c:plj that: 

The sob, croat objects of Him wir nrs the restoration 
of the unity of tho nation, the pres*rvatk-B of the 
CoesEitattOBi BB*J tho supremacy ot tlij laws of tho 
couulry • 

All aside from this is revolution — and revo- 
lt. tion means, certainly not the perpetuation 
of the power of those who now hold it by a 
popular suffrage, which never aidant whit 
n volutionary party managers now intend; 
but the complete overthrow, for tbe time at 
ltast, ot the wisest and most liberal institu- 
tions of all time; by the substi'utioa ot a 
government of force, in fact, whatever may 
beits name; to be maintained as long as it can 
be, in the faceof a sullen and resentful people; 
and then, if the reason and the spirit ot true 
n en resume tbeir dominion, to be displaced 
by tbe restitution of our original civil state, 
for that state is tbe only wise and honorable 
one for ub; and the only one to which Ameri- 
can citizens will eventually be content to sub- 
mit. 

Tbe war may proceed, as it has, with va- 
rious chances; mightier events than we have 
yet witnessed may attend its fortunes; vast 
radical changes may seem to have taken place 
in the several sections of the country; but in 
spite of all, and especially in spite of the folly, 
tbe ambition, the corruption and the selfish 
passions which appear to rule tbe hour, the 
fundamental principles of institutions, settled 
by men wiser and more hone3t than their 
descendants are now showing themselves to be, 
niost be re-established once more, in all their 
original spirit of justice aud magnanimity, 
and upon a basis which will be immo- 
vable hereafter, against all the assaults 
of fanaticism and rebellion. Events, as 
they take their regular place in the or- 
der of affairs, are stronger than spec- 
ulations, theories, popular impulses, or the 
purposes of weak or evil-minded men. To 
yield to these last can como only from pusil- 
lanimity, or want of integrity. We can ac- 
cept none of tbe dogmas of our modern rev 
olutionists, without betraying the price put 
into our hands to get wisdom; without mean 
)y reproaching tbe great memory of our ta- 
ttlers; without sinking ourselves into a con- 
dition of vassalage ot which we shall then be 
only too worthy. We can have neither safe- 
ty nor hope for the future, except by steadily 
upholding the principle that the sole object, 
in fact, as it is tbe only one for which the 
war can be honestly maintained or success- 
fully prosecuted, is to suppress the rebellion, 
for the defence and maintenance of the Cox- 
stitctios. 

A story is told of a Western candidate that 
came upon "a poor white man," who had a 
vote to give, if he did have to do his own 
milking. The caudidate, Jones, asked him if 
be should hold the cow, which seemed to be 
uneasy, and the old man consented very read- 
ily ; he took her by the horns and held fast till 
-the operation was done. "Have you had 
Robinson (his rival) round here lately?" he 
asked. "Ob, yes; he's behind the barn, hold- 
ing the calfl"

Washington, Dec. i. 

Senators and members are arriving freely 
( c-day. All the hotels are crowded. 

The contest for Speaker is animated, but 
that for Clerk, with numerous candidates, is 
very exciting; nearly a dozen are in the field. 
Tie Republicans are sure of Colfax's election. 
The chances of Washburne are certainly very 
bright. Tbe Democrats held an informal con- 
sultation to-nigbt, at which members were in- 
troduced to each other and talked over tho 
nominations to be made to-morrow night in 
regular caucus. 

Cox or Pendleton will doubtless be select- 
ed, tbongh there is talk of selecting a Border 
State man. The Iowa delegation met tc-day 
and voted unanimously for Colfax. 

The President has so far recovered as to be 
able to Bit up a few hours each day. It is not 
certain that he will have tbe message ready 
to go in on the first day of the session. 

There is no official war intelligence not con- 
traband for publication. There is not even a 
skirmish to relieve the monotony in Meade's 
army. General Meade's last movement has 
already reached a clamor in and out of the 
urmy for his removal. After the President 
bas finished his message the question will be 
considered if he should be removod. No one 
now appears to stand so good achance for the 
succession as Gen. Hooker. 

General Wadsworth has just returned from 
making a tour along the Mississippi, inspect- 
ing plantations worked by free labor and 
colored troops H is reports are highly favor- 
able as to the condition of the Lower Missis- 
sippi. There are no guerillas. 

One sugar plantation will net thirty thou- 
sand dollars. Tbe lessees employing free 
labor are making money. 

Considering the suddenness of the change 
in tbe social condition, and the fact that neces- 
sarily while at the depot they catch disease 
and suffer, the experiments are as successful as 
could possibly be expected. The negro troops, 
ho reports, are very effective. There were bad 
officers in some cases, but tbe best of feeling 
exists between them and the whites. No ex- 
ception wae noticed.

Washinqton, Dec 4. 

All reports about the removal of Meade 
that spring up before the meeting of Congress 
are premature. After the President has ob- 
tained strength sufficient to enable him to 
weigh the merits of the six days' campaigu 
just closed, a decision may be expected. 

One of the most interesting reports ever 
issued by a Secretary of the Navy is now 
preparing by Mr. Welles, as already stated. 

The estimate for all branches of the naval 
and marine corps will not exceed $142,000,000. 
Tbe item that increases the estimate to this 
figure is the expense of construction and pur- 
chase of the immense fleet which, now being 
the property of the Government, will only 
ccst an annual maintenance and repair. The 
report will suggest many improvements in the 
management of naval matters. Secretary 
Welles will devote some space to tbe discus- 
sion of iron clads. It is said that the reason 
for the failnre of the attack on Charleston is, 
that the harbor obstructions are too great to 
be overcome by tbe vessels. 

Mr. Welles will be able to count C50 or 700 
vessels as the property of the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

There is no doubt that Schuyler Colfax will 
be tbe Speaker of the House h the Thirty- 
eighth Congress. Should a ballot be taken at 
tbe caucus called for to-morrow evening, his 
majority will be decisive. 

It is generally understood that the caucus 
will postpone nominations for other offices 
till Monday evening, but this may possibly 
not be tbe case. The opposition candidate for 
Speaker will be, without much doubt, Cox, 
it being ascertained that Ohio decidedly pre- 
fers bini to Pendleton. 

Estimates for tbe Department of the Inte- 
rior foot up $8,050,000 of this amount. Pen- 
sion Office estimates about $400,000 and the 
General Land Office about $600,000.

Hd was 
captured by a dog, nevertheless. 

Diptheria. — We have received a recipe fjr 
the cure ot diptheria from a physician who 
sr.ys that of 1,000 cases in which it has been 
used, not a single patient has been lost. The 
treatment consists in thoroughly swabbing the 
back of the aionth and throat with a wash 
made thus: Table salt, two drachms; black 
pepper, golden seal, nitrate of potash, alum, 
one drachm each. Mix and pulverize, put 
into a teacup, which half fill with boiling wa- 
ter, stir well, and then fill up with good vine- 
gar. Use evety half hour, one, two, and four 
Lours, »8 recovery progresses. The patient 
may swallow a litile each time. Apply ona 
ounce each of spirits of turpentine, sweet 
oil, and aqua animona-, mixed, to the whole of 
the throat and to the breast bone every four 
hours, keeping flannel to tho part.

An Atrocious Assassination. — Two gen- 
t'emen, H. L. Peres and Mr. Wolf, about a 
couple of weeks ago, left for below for the 
purpose of purchasing cotton. They landed 
near tbe mouth of White river on tbe oppo- 
site side and struck for the back country. 
When they had collected some nine bales of 
cotton, which they had purchased from differ- 
ent parties, a band of guerillas made their ap- 
peuiance at the house of Mr. Anderson, the 
gentleman with whom Messrs. Peres and 
Wolf were living, and demanded the two cot- 
ton buyers. Having the two men in their 
possession, tbey burnt the cotton before their 
cjes, and marched th-.m off, after robbing 
them of all they had, to where another por- 
tion of tbe band was stationed. Here a coun- 
sel was held, and, after a few minutes, several 
of tbe band informed the two unfortunate 
men that they were doomed to death. Both 
Teres and Wolf; kneeling by their captors, 
begged for tbeir lives, and tbe only answer 
tl.ey got whs the report of two guns. 

Both fell, Mr. Peres pierced to the heart and 
his companion severely thoujh not mortally 
wounded. After tbe shots were fired the mur- 
derers stood near for a few moments, and 
preparatory lo leaving, made an examination 
of both PereB and Wolf, who lay stretched on 
the ground. Satisfied that the former was 
dead, they left him, but, ascertaining that 
the othei still lived, ordered another shot to 
be fired. Tbe order was obeyed, aud another 
ball entered the poor man's body, fortunately, 
however, missing a vital portion. 

After receiving tbe first shot Mr. W. feigned 
deatb, and, by remaining perfectly motioniesi 
alter the second had been fired, so deceived 
them tbat, believing both dead, tbe scoundrels 
left. 

Mr. Wolf's agony during the hours he spent 
in the woods cannot even be conjectured. His 
only hope was that Mr. P., like himself, had 
only been feigning deatb, and that both would 
yet recover. When morning came he crawled 
to bis companion and learned to his horror 
that, life was extinct and the body cold. The 
wt und bad proved instantly fatal. 

Suaimoning all bis energies, Mr. Wolf, 
crawling and attempting to walk by turns, at 
length reached a hut in the vicinity, was dis- 
covered by one of the female occupants, told 
bis adventures with tbe guerillas, aud was re- 
ceived and provided for. As soon as proper 
attention had been paid him, a cart was sent 
to the woods for Mr. Peres s remains, which 
were brought in. 

Ou the day following, Mr. Wolf and the 
corpse were conveyed to Mr. Anderson's and 
placed on a steamer. Both arrived here day 
before yesterday, and tbe remain! of tbe mur- 
cered man w ill doubtless be interred to-day. 
Mr. W olf is in an extremely critical condition, 
snd ii is feared by b:s friends that he cannot 
m over. 

This is one of the most atrocious crimes tbat 
bas been perpetrated since the beginning of 
this war, and it is one that cries to neaven for 
rttributive justice such as is meted out to all 
biood stained villains. — Memphis Jour., Hth.

So labor to convince men of tbe speculative 
truths of religion, stopping with that, and you 
cannot do much more tbau breed up a genera- 
tion of quibblers and sceptics. But one goes 
into a conventicle, or is surprised by a sud- 
d< u peril, or some unexpected word of reli- 
gious sympathy melts bim, and be believes; 
net tha mere point that was touched, but ail 
that lay latent in his mind is kindled, as when 
an electric spark leaps from point to point, 
making a device or a picture of vivid light. 
True or false, the latent creed in him bursts 
into vitality, and a mere accident, as it were, 
h< s made him from a sceptic, a believer in as 
many articles as would make the longest 
creed. Without a particle of new evidence, 
he believes in the popular vision of heaven 
aDd bell, which was only a horrid dream to 
bim before; be believes in tbe trinity and 
atcnement, which were abhorrent and false to 
bim before; he believes in the absolute au- 
thority of Seripture.which seemed foolish- 
ness to him btfore. We are relating the ev- 
ery day experience of what is technically 
called "conversion." As an intellectual pro- 
cess it is worthless; as a vital one it may in- 
volve the most momentous moral consequen- 
ces, and be what it it generally called, there- 
generation of the man. — Christian Examiner.

MUSING CASE OF DOMESTIC INFIDELITY.

X n • P ° llC ? f0 «»-««w Sergeants and 
Cat. tarns. It is not, however, often that so 
agptavated a case comes to light as the pr -seat 
revealment, one tn which, scandal says, a 
dcuole crime has been committed. An or- 
dinarily heinous sia is in this case heightened 
by the fact that the culprit holds high office 
among those whose business it is to wtch 
over the morals and preserve the peace of the 
ccmmunity. 

The official, who is accused of the flagrant 
offence to be mentioned hereafter, has occu- 
pied several different positions before the nub- 
ile. He has now turned up in a new role'. He 
been found in a situation very inconsist- 
ent with his office, having enacted the part 
of a semi-landlord. In other words, he rent- 
ed a part or bis house to auother man, and then 
occupied it himself in common with his ten 
ant's wife! 

The accused is a married man, having a 
blooming wife and several children. Finding 
his house to be larger than necessary for his 
own occupancy, he rented a portion to a gro- 
cciyman, who has ever since occupied it as 
a grocery store and residence. The tenant is 
also a marred man, and nearly ever since 
the junction of the two families a certain ten- 
derness of feeling bas been observed to exist 
between bis wife and the landlord. They 
have often been out riding together, and the 
tenant's wife has been made the recipient of 
numberless other little attentions too tedious 
to detail, but agreeable enouirh to- give and 
receive. The tenant himself being tied be- 
hind the counter was naturally ignorant of 
what passed between tbem, and, being of an 
unsuspicious nature, was well pleased to see 
such good humor prevailing. His jealousy 
was perhaps less likely to be excited trom the 
fact tbat the wife of bis landlord was much 
the better looking woman of the two; a mA 
of ordinary good taste w»uld not be guilty 
of striving to change from the better 
to the worse. But there is no account- 
ing tor partialities. The landlord and bis 
tenant's wife became desperately enamored of 
each other. The children on both sides, they 
say, used to notice it and often exchanged ob- 
servations on the Bubject of love as they un- 
derstood it, their ideas happily being limited 
to the kiss, of which it is said they were often 
witnesses. They could not, however, long re- 
main thus, A domestic in the family of the 
tenant became dissatisfied with the turn of 
events, and,exactly two weeks ago to-day, in- 
formed him of an unlawful intimacy which 
she sue,<ected to exist between the parties. 
With true German imperturbability he waited 
til! Saturday night, when he knew that his 
landlord would be at home, and just be- 
fore supper time informed his wife that he was 
about to go out into the country to buy pro- 
duce, and would not return for two or three 
days. He left for the depot, but, accidentally 
missing the train purposely, he settled down 
in a lager-beer saloon till near midnight, when 
he wended his way homeward. He entered 
softly and gained his bedroom before any one 
was aware of his presence. It is enough to 
say that he found them together, and his cup 
of misery, as well as his bed, was full! 

The strangest part of the affair is yet to 
come. The unsophisticated reader might ex- 
pect that the next step in the tragedy would 
have been the forcible ejection of the intruding 
landlord through the window, or the explo- 
sion of a pistol. Nothingof tbe kind. ' Mein 
Gottl" is taid to have been ejaculated once or 
twice, and a few other words spoken, but be- 
yond that little or nothing. True, the servant 
girl woe discharged two days afterwards as a 
malicious mischief-maker, and there are ih ve 
uncharitable enough to assert that, by the 
friendly mediation of an ex-Chief of Police, 
tbe affair was amicably arranged, and a few 
hundreds of dollars paid as an indemnity to 
the injured husband. This is doubtlessly a 
mistake. But one thing is certain. The hus- 
band is not only silent, but happy, under his 

temporary bereavement, and tue tenants 

masculine and feminine — are ouce more as 
contented in each others' society as a pair of 
young turtle doves. 

Tbe guilty official will still be able to issue 
orders for the arrest of druukatds and some 
other classes of offenders against municipal 
and moral law. But, if be be the po sessor of 
a conscience, he can scarcely be hard upon the 
poor prostitutes and their victims, whose of- 
fences in the eye ot heaven are but as the dust 
in the balunce compared to the magnitude of 
the crime he is allpged to have committed.

A l last, however, one came, who, it was ascer- 
tained, had imbibed rather too freely of rum 
punch. "Ah!" said he, "I sail fine yon 
Liotsings at all, because 1 gets drunk miue- 
sbelf on rum punch sometimes." 

Another Volume or Napolbos's Cokbe- 
SPOMix.Nca. — A work is in process of publica- 
tion in Paris styled "The Napoleon Corre- 
spondence," and the thirteenth volume of it 
bas joet appeared. This volume opens with 
the 20th of July, 1806, and closes with the 
30th of November of the game year, com- 
prising four months and six dayB — a short 
period — but during that time the creat Empe- 
ror gave tbe world some specimens of the 
amiability of bis character. The following 
are worth noticing. On the 5th of August 
he writes to Talleyrand: "All the libelt that 
ciieulate in Germany proceed from the 'o vn 
ot Nuremberg. Inform the Senate of that 
town that if tbey do not initantly arrest the 
botikeellers and burn these libels, before quit- 
ting Geimany, I shall punish the town of 
Nuremberg in an exemplary manner." 

Again, on the same day, Napoleon wrote 
thus to Marshal Berthier: "I suppose you have 
caused the booksellers of Augsburg and Nu- 
remberg to be arrested. My intention is that 
tbey shall be brought before a military com- 
mission, and shot within four and twenty 
hours. It is no ordinary crime to spread li- 
bels in places where French armies are, to 
excite tbe populations against them. It is 
a crime of high treason. In the sentence 
it must be announced that, wherever there 
is an army, the duty of tbe chief is to 
wa'.eh over its satiety — that those persons 
convicted of having attempted to raise 
the inhabitants of Suabia against the 
French are condemned to deatb. Ia 
this sense the sentence mutt be drawn no. 
You will place the guilty part-es in the centre 
of a division, and name seven colonels to ait 
in judgment on them. State in the sentence 
tbat tbe libels were sent by the booksellers 
Kupfer, of Vienna, and Enrich, of Liuz, who 
ere condemned to death by default, and that 
the sentence will be executed, if they are 
seized, wherever there are French troops. Cir- 
culate the sentence throughout Germany." 

Here is another specimen. Napoleon writes 
to Murat, King of Naples: "You will have a 
fine kingdom. It will be for you not to go to 
sleep os tbe throne, but to organize vigorous- 
ly your finances, so as to have a good navy 
and • good army. You must not lose sight 
of the fact that force and severe jnstice are 
ihe goodness of kings. You confound too 
much the goodness of private persons with 
that of kings. I am waiting to know what 
quantity of property you have confiscated and 
i be number of tbe revolted you have dealt 
with Shoot three persons in each village, 
chief of tbe rebels. Do not treat priests more 
tenderly than the others." What an example 
for tbe tyrannical Federal Government Sup- 
pose tbey ho<i followed it, and "shot three |>er- 
sons in each village, chiefs of rebels," where 
weuld the rebellion have been? 

Writing to Fouche on the 23d of August, 
Napoleon says: "Write to Gas. Menou that 
whenever a person who ban been arrested for 
having spoken against the government, or 
tried to disturb tbe public tranquillity, is ac- 
quitted by the tribunals, he must be again put 
in ptison, and inform you of it. Let him take 
measures for the arrest of all persons who are 
in correspondence with the King q: the island 
of Sardinia, and cause him to sequestrate the 
property ot those who are with the King of 
the island of Sardinia, 

A Scotch nobleman, seeing an old garlener 
of hia establishment with a very rageed coat, 
made some passing remarks upon its condi- 
tion.

Mallory would be indeed a highly auspicious 
and cheering event without regard to the issue 
of the immediate contest. We earnestly trust 
the concentration will take place. But all 
speculation on the subject is now idle, seeing 
that in the course of a lew hours the telegraph 
will announce the rival candidate* if not the 
issue of the struggle. We await the announce, 
ment with anxious hope. 

I©* The General Assembly of Kentucky 
convenes at Frankfort to-day. We apprehend 
do dtlay and no embarrassment in the proper 
organization ot the body. Without doubt the 
Legislature will be to-morrow in working 
order. We trust it will begin and end its 
work in a spirit of patriotic unity as broad 
and lofty as that which for the most part an- 
imated the preceding Assembly. And we 
have every reason to believe that it will. It 
certainly will if its members shali faithfully 
redeem their solemn engagements to the peo- 
ple. Let the members of the present Legis- 
lature but pursue in good faith the path clear- 
ly marked out by the platform whereon they 
were elected, and the peace and honor of the 
Commonwealth will be secure. The path of 
■wisdom and of statesmanship lies plain before 
them. It is illuminated by their own pledges. 
They have only to be upright in order to ba 
wise and statesmanlike. Assuredly we do 
not harbor a doubt of their complete fidelity 
to the people and to themselves. 

We shall be able doubtless to lay the Gov- I 
etnor's Message before our readers in the 
evening edition of to-morrow's Journal. 

D&p We publish on the third page of this 
morning's Journal the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the meeting of the Conservative Union 
National Committee held in the city of Cin- 
cinnati last week? 

It will be seen from these minutes, tha^ 
while the meeting of consultation thought fit 
to suggest to the national committee a partic- 
ular man as a candidate for the Presidency, 
the national committee itself took no action 
in relation to this suggestion, but adjourned 
to meet in Philadelphia on the 23d instant, 
for the purpose of considering the suggestion, 
and of taking such action concerning the gen- 
eral matter entrusted to the committee as may 
then be deemed advisable. The committee 
has imposed no trammeU upon its future ac- 
tion. When it next meets it will be entirely 
* flee to act as it may deem advisable in view 
of the existing state of the country and 
of parties. Our opinion as to what 
the action of the committee should be 
we shall venture to set forth very frankly 
hereafter. In the "mean time, we may Bay, 
that, although the members of the committee 
at the present time differ somewhat as to the 
best means of bringing about a thorough 
union of the conservative elements of the 
country, they all agree perfectly and most 
heartily as to the end. So far as concerns a 
rioted and unconquerable hostility to aboli- 
tionism and secessionist^ the committee is 
not only a unit, but the solidest unit of its 
size with which we have ever been brought 
into contact. We do not question that when 
the ccmmiitce meets next it will be as 
perfectly harmonious in respect to the means 
as it now is in respect to the end. 

It is proper to add that the gentlemen who 
ia the mit ute8 are mentioned as being present 
at the meeting of consultation were not all 
present when the resolution of Mr. Bruner was 
adopted, aDd that some who were present de- 
clined to vote on the resolution, as they ap- 
proved one part of it and disapproved the 
other. We make this explanation inasmuch 
as the minutes particularize the fact that the 
resolution was adopted without a dissenting 
TOte. 

(£:,■ The Mobile Register takes a view of 
the war which we commend to the careful 
consideration of rebel sympathizers in the 
Border Slates. The cotton States declared 
among their grievances that they wanted 
more slaves and at cheaper rates, and the 
Register seems to think that great desidera- 
tum has been accomplished, and therefore it is 
not nearly so zealous for the prosecutiou of the 
war as it would have been under other cir- 
cumstances. The planters of that region, it 
alleges, have long waited for such a condition 
of things, and in the outset they prepared 
themselves for it by selling their cotton for 
specie and hoarding it to purchase negroes, 
whet they ^depreciated in price. Over 
one million have been carried from the 
borders to the Gulf Sta'es for security, or 
when accompanying their refugee owners in 
advance of the movements of the Federal 
armies, aDd many of them have been sold at 
ruinous sacrifices, because there was no em- 
ployment for them. Thus the injury which 
the rebellion has worked to the slave property 
ef the Border States is made a subject of con- 
gratulation by the Mobile Register, and anoth- 
er evidence is given of the selfish character of 
the whole conspiracy. 

|gy George Sanders, according to the Bos- 
ton Traveller, has been trying to run a tilt 
with Mr. Harcourt, who, under the nom de 
plume of " Histobicus," has contributed 
a series of masterly letters to the Lon- 
don Times, discussing the various points 
of public law raised by the rebellion 
in this country. We admire the pluck 
of George, but not his discretion. The En- 
glishman, it is said, uses George up pretty 
much after the style in which Ivanhoe used 
op Ralph de Vipont, in the lists at Ashby, 
that valiant Norman being pushed to the 
ground with such force that the blood gushed 
from his mouth and nose, and he was borne 
senseless away. So is it with George Sanders, 
who is no Norman, or Northman, but a chiv- 
alrous Southron, but of whom his antagonist 
is said not to have left enough to be laughed 
at or mourned over.

The propeller City of Baltimore, from 
Charleston on Sunday, arrived last evening, 
the reports no additional news, but corrob- 
orates reports already published from the 
Richmond journals that the bombardment 
was slowly but steadily progressing. 

Charleston, Dec. 3. — The Yankees to-day 
fired 22 mortar shells at Sumpter, killing one 
man. 

Charleston, Dec. 4. — The Yankees fired 13 
shells at tbe city last night, striking three 
buildings. The enemy rf-eonnoitred to Poco- 
tuligo carrying off 27 negroes. 

Second Despatch. — The enemy fired 16 shells 
into the city this afternooD, striking several 
bnildings. One woman wa9 severely woundeJ. 

Charleston, Dec. 2. — The enemy opened 
fire this afternoon on the city, and threw six. 
shells. A concentrated bre from our batteries 
caused them to cease firing. 

Bristol, Dec. 2. — The firing at Knoxville 
bus ceased. The surrender ol'Burnside is not 
officially confirmed. 

Orange Court- house, Dec. 2. — There has been 
no fighting to-day. The enemy still make a 
show on our front, bnt are believed to be fall- 
ing back to recross the Rapid Ann without 
filming, or they are going to Fredericksburg 
to winter. 

Mobile, Dec 1 — Discouraging accounts are 
given of deserters in Price's army. 

Gen. BankB with .1,000 troops has enptured 
Brownsville. He did not capture over 50 
bales of cotton. 

Atlanta, Dec. 1. — Claiborne's division en- 
gaged Osterhaus one mile this side of Ring- 
gold on Friday, driving him back. The enemy 
are in our front at Ringgold, and our troops 
are in line-of-battle and advancing. 

Atlanta, Dec. 1. — The enemy are intrench- 
ing themselves at Chickamauga. There was 
heavy fighting yesterday at Charleston, Tenn. 
The enemy burned a portion of Ringgold to- 
day and retreated, destroying the bridges aud 
railroad track at Chickamauga. The Yankees 
hold Cleveland, and are advanc ing on Charles- 
ton, Tenn. 

A train arrived at Dalton this evening 
bringing Borne of our wounded troops. Our 
sort < > are still falling back, slowly followed 
by the enemy. There was firing heard all 
day yesterday. 

Cairo, Dec. 5.

Pbiladklphia, Dec. 5. 
Lieutenant Laventy, with a detachment of 
fourtten men, arrived iu this city from Read- 
ii /, having in charge sixty men concerned in 
the recent outrages in Carbon, arrested by 
order of Majer-General Sigel. He delivered 
ti e prisoners to Major-General Cadwallader, 
bv whom they were sent to Fort Mifflin for 
si- e-keeping. These sixty men are the worst 
of ibe rioters. The rest, about forty in num- 
ber, will be left at Reading. The prisoners 
are charged with conspiracy against tho Gov- 
ernment, murder, arson, and riotiog. Some 
of ihr-m are implicated in tbe murder of Mr. 
" • i' li at Summit, and various acts of incen- 
diarism.

Washington, Dec. 5. 

Advices from the Army of the Potomac 
to- jay state that there is nothing of interest 
transpiring there. Everything is in <(<ifu quo. 

The rumors here that the army is falling 
buck probably originated from slight transi- 
tions or divisions or corps. 

Indian Superintendent Coffin has arrived 
here, bringing to tbe Indian Bureau an official 
report concorning a raid made a-veral weeks 
ago into the Cherokee country by a sup- 
posed party of Quantnll's guerillas, who des- 
troyed the public buildings at Tamament, and 
the property of the Union citizens, including 
that of John Ross. The son-in-law of the 
latter was wounded.

Washington, Dec. 6. 

The President's message, according to pres- 
ent aspect?, will not be forwarded to Congress 
until Tucrday. 

There is much conversation relative to the 
course of the Clerk of tbe House of Repre- 
sentatives in making up the roll of members. 
Tbe law to regulate the duties of the clerk in 
prt paring for the organization of the House, 
patted on the 3d of March last, provides that, 
before the first meeting of the next Congress, 
and of every subsequent Congress, the clerk 
of tbe next presiding House of Representa- 
tives shall m»ke a roll of tbe representatives 
elect and place therein the names of ail per- 
sons, end of such persous only, whose cre- 
dentials show that they were regularly elect- 
ex! in accordance with the laws of their Stites 
respectively or of the United States. On in- 
quiry to-day, it ia ascertained that no creden- 
tials have been filed from Minnesota, Kansas, 
or California. Up to this time all the other 
States have filed, and all are correct, except- 
ing Western Virginia, Oicgon, Vermont, and 
Virginia. 

Laet Friday the Clerk sent a telegram to 
the Secretary of State of Western Virginia to 
be here by Monday to count the returns from 
tbatStete. He will doubtless arrive in time. 
The same day be also sent despatches to Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, and Connecticut, the 
last two of which have already filed the cor- 
rected credentials. 

The Union or Republican members of the 
House of Rtpreseutatives held a caucus at the 
Capital last night. Mr. Orth, of Indiana, 
placed in nomination Mr. Colfax, and this 
was agreed to without dissent and by accla- 
mation. No other nominations were made 
for other officers of the Honse^ — the subject 
being held in reserve for future consultation. 
A long discussion took place bringing under 
review the acts of the present Clerk of the 
House, Mr. Etheridge, who, it is said, had been 
omitted from the list of tbe names of legally 
certified membera for informalities in the cer- 
tificates. Whether this is so or not, itis cer- 
tain tbat tbe printer's official li3t of members 
show no such omissions among the members 
present. At the caucus was the following 
from the Border States: Messrs. Smith and 
Anderson, of Ky.; Boyd, Loan, and McClurg, 
of Mo.; Criswell, Davis, and Thomas, of Md.; 
and Segar, from feastern Virginia, 

The Democratic or opposition members 
held a meeting in one of the committee 
rcoms. Sixty or seventy members were 
present, including several from the Border 
States. The object of the consultation was 
to suggest or argue upon the proper means to 
concentrate what is regarded by them as tbe 
Union or conservative elements. 

No nominations were made. The meeting 
edjumued to meet again on Monday. 

New York, Dec. 6. 

The steamer Evening Star, from New Or- 
leans on. tbe 28th ult. and Havana on the 1st 
inst., has arrived. Among her passengers 
are Gen. Van Derer, Col. Slack, Major Vedder, 
and Major Argus. 

On the 25th ult., Gen. Lee, with 800 Fed- 
eral cavalry aud a section of artillery, at- 
tacked the 4th Texas and 2d Louisiana rebel 
cavalry, and drove tbem from Camp Pratt to 
wiibin four miles of Vermillion Bayou. Here 
the 2d and 3d Illinois cavalry made a gallant 
sabre charge, and broke the enemy's ranks, 
capturing 1 commissioned officer and 139 pri- 
vates, mostly from the 4th Texas, with their 
arms and horses. Eight rebels were killed 
and a large number wounded. 

A few daya previously, Gen. Lee surprised 
a camp of rebels 20 miles from New Iberia, 
and etip'ured C officers and 35 men, and a 
laige number of horses and arms, belonging 
to tbe 1st Lotiiiiana mounted /.juaves. Two 
rebels w ere killed. 

No news from Texas. 

The steamer Brazil, from St. Louis, was 
fired into above Bayou Sara on the 26th ult., 
and received about 40 shells. 

Tbe negro cook was injured, but no injury 
of consequence to tbe boat. 

The steamer Black Hawk was fired iuto 
near the mouth of Red river on the 2 1st by 
six or seven rebel cannon from the west bank 
of ibe Mississippi. She took fire, and was 
run to the opposite side of the river, when the 
flames were extinguished by the crew. The 
gunboat Choctaw soon after arrived and saved 
the boat, and her heavy guns put the rebels to 
Sight Two persons were killed on the Black 
Huwk, two wounded, aud '.he boat badly dam- 
aged. She reached New Orleans under es;orl 
from our gunboats.

Albany, December 6. 
Tbe boiler of the steamer Isaac Newton ex- 
ploded last evening about 1 l A o'clock, when 
oiposite Spuyten Dugoet Cieek, just below 
Yonkers. 

The fire from the furnaces was blown into 
the cabin, and the wood-work immediately 
took fire. The flames spread with rapidity, 
and in a few minutes tbe centre of tbe boat 
was burning fiercely. Fortunately, two tow- 
boats near by immediately went to the rescue 
of the passengers. All the uninjured were 
taken off, and it is believed tbat all who were 
not instantly killed were saved. The bag- 
gage, master, Wilson Lulwick, must h o 
been blown to atome, as he was in the big- 
gnge-room between the two boilers. Two fire- 
men, Christopher Smith and Richard Lay- 
man, must have been instantly killed, as their 
bodies were seen in the boiler-room, and 
could not be reached on account of tbe flame;. 

The head waiter informs us that he saw the 
bodies of three men believed to be deck pas- 
sengers lying in the gangway, but they coal 1 
not be reached, owing to the rapid spread of 
ibe flames. A man named Thos. Surdin died 
after reaching Yonkers. George Welles, of 
Rochester, bad his face and hands scalded, 
but not seriously. Thomas Duhurne and his 
brother, of Cohaes, were very seriously scald- 
ed. Michael McLaughlin, a fireman, was 
badly i.jured; also, J. Pendetgast, another 
fireman. Twelve or thirteen of the, injured 
are at Yonkers. We have not been' able to 
learn Ibeir names, but hope to aooa. Tne boat 
was burned to the water's edge, with all tbe 
freight and baggage, in less than thirty min- 
utes. The total loss is between tbiee and tour 
hundred thousand dollars. None of the pas- 
set gers in tbe upper and lower saloons or 
in the ladiee' cabin were injured.

FUBTHEB BT THE STEAMEB COtTTMBIA. 

St. Johns, Dec. 5. 

The London Morning Post announces that 
tbe Eu^'lieh Government is about to decline 
giving its sanction to the European Congress. 
It says tbat the purpose of the Emperor is re- 
garded with admiration, but the means pro- 
posed are not considered as effectual. 

The Patrie publishes a statement, under 
reserve, that the Emperor, without wishing to 
draw up a programme for the Congress, has 
expressed the opinion that it should be chiefly 
orcupifd with considering the questions of 
Poland, of the German Duchies of Rome, of 
Venice, and of the reforms to be introduced 
in tho principal cities of Russia.
